CONFERENCE WITH THE BANKERS. 


Sub-Treasurer Jordan Arranging to Get Gold 
for the Avemsury. 

New York, April 24.—Mr.

York banks, us the result of tue conterenc.

Secretary Carusie, it is athrmed, sent to 
Mr. Jordan «a communication which Mr.

The proposition of Mr. Carlisle is said 
to be how to raise from $2 ,V00,000 — to 
$00,000,000 of gold. Anmioug ibe plaus

Each of these plans had some advocates 
among the bankers. Mr. Carlisle preferred 
to vbiain the gold supply by exchange to 
greeibucks, but the puukers did not wish 
to give it in that way. While the confor 
ence was going on, it was reported in the 
streets that a number of bankers, whv 
were locked in with Mr. Jordan, favored 
a plan for turning over to the government 
$25,000,000 in gold in exchange for lega! 
tender and that an announcement would 
be made after the closing of business. 

Phe baukers Who Were present at the con- 
feg-nee today with Assistant Treasure: 
Jordan reftse to give any intelligence as t. 
the proceedings except that no offer. of goli 
was made to the government aud no gold 
was asked for. No definite announcement of 
policy wis made by the bankers. Represen 
tatives of the leadiug private banking houses 
held a conference with Mr. Jordan after the 
departure @& the bank presidents. Represen 
tatives of August Belmont & Co., Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. and Speyer & Co. were pres- 
ent. It is not likely that 2 stutement will be 
issued in business hours today. ; 

At twenty minutes to 3 o’elock the eonfer- 
ence adjourned. Although the bankers 
declined to say what they had done, or what 
the conference was about, they referred ai: 
inquirers to Mr. Jordan, saying that none vf 
these present could tell what took place. 
The object of the secretary they did not dis 
close. 

As soon as all the reporters were assem 
bled in Treasurer Jordan's room, he said:

secretary of the treasury could obtain a 
portion of this, it would undoubtedly help 
him out in his policy of keeping the gold re- 
serve in the treasury as near $100,000,000 
as possible, 

A very striking event in the day’s bus- 
jness was the break in. domestie exchange. 
The interior bank gold taken by the treas- 
ury last week, in exchange for currency, 
had been rejected a few weeks: before, be- 
cause the bankers stipulated that the gov- 
ernment should pay exchange, Last Fri- 
day, the treasury withdrew its objections 
ava offered tie notes at New York city 
in exchange for the gold at Chicago. The 
necessury result of the transaction was to 
create in this city heavy balances to the 
credit of the Chicago banks. ‘he Gaicago do- 
mestic exchange market, instantly supplied 
with bills on New York. broke this morning 
from SU per cent premium to a figure be- 
low par. The movement of currency to 
New York, which last week reached up- 
wards of $4,000,000 ceased at once, and 
the practicaj result ig a transfer of moncy 
from New York to Chicago in precisely 
the amount represented by this week’s an- 
ticinated shipments from the west. Along 
with this curious incident came the news 
of the gold tenders in Boston, where the 
banks have decided to part with one-half 
of their $9,000,000 gold, 

If the gold resources of the interior banks 
were unlimited, there ean be little doubt 
that these transfers would force the hand 
of the New York banks and that in defense 
of their Own reserves, if for no other rea- 
son, they would open their own gold hoards 
to the government,

FILLED WITH LEA 


Was the Body of a Negro, Suspected of 
a Terrible Crime. 


ALTHOUGH NOT FULLY IDENTIFIED 


A Mob Determinedto Take His Life, 
and Did. 


HE SURRENDERED TO THE GOVERNOR 


And Was Given 
Judge Lynch—A Highly Sensational 
Affair in South Carolina. 


Denmark, S. C., April 24.—(Special.)— 
The excitement that has prevailed in this 
usually quiet little town since tlie outrage 
of Miss Mamie Baxter on the 14th instant, 
and which came so near culminating in the 
lynching of Henry Williams on Friday last, 
was renewed by the bringing of John 
Peterson, the negro who surrendered him- 
self to Governor Tillman on Saturday last, 
back here this morning. 

At every station below Columbia the 
crowds have increased, many of thei com- 
ing here. 

When the train arrived here at least 100 
men awaited it with about fifty disembark- 
ing. 

The engro was at once taken to Senator 
Maytield’s office together with his witnesses 
by whom he hoped to establish an alibi, 
and a citizen's court opened by about fifteen 
of the most infiuential and older men as 
court and jury. Senator Mayfield and ex- 
Senator Sojourner acted as interrogators. 
Peterson was allowed to tell his own story 
of his whereabouts from Monday prior to 
the crime, until the Sunday after. He 
claimed to have left here on Wednesday 
morning prior, going to Norths where he 
remained until Sunday. His story was 
closely corroborated by three or four ne- 
groes from Norths and partially so by one 
White man. The witnesses then put up 
were a white man and a negro Woman. 
The former swore he saw Peterson here on 
‘fhursday prior to the crime, the latter that 
he played cards here on ‘Thursday 
night and left on I*riday morning 
early, going toward the scene of the crime. 
Two white men swore that the woman with 
whom he claimed to have stopped with on 
Thursday night told them that Peterson 
was here and was guilty of the crime in 
her opinion. 

Peterson was then taken before Miss 
Baxter, nearly every one agreeing that 
evidence was strongly against him. Miss 
Baxter and her little brother both failed 
to identify him. Up to this time the crowd 
uad been cool, but determined. 

The return of the prisoner under Con- 
stable Weeks was slow and the crowd in 
the meantime, began to doubt the girl's 
ability to tell who her assailant was. Mean- 
time her father returned and gave way _to 
tears and rage, saying she would never 
be able to identify. 

This excited the crowd and they began 
to clamor for hanging. When the prisoner 


| arrived it looked as if he would be taken 


vver and lynched. Constable Weeks said 
the first man who put hands on him while 
in his care he would kill and he drew his 
pistol. They carried him to the guardhouse 
and locked him up. 

All the afternoon it has looked as if 
lynching could not be prevented. Mesars. 
Mayfield, Sojourner and others pleaded for 
patience, urging the holding of Peterson 
until his comrades, Joe Mitchell and Har- 
vey White, could be arrested. White has 
been arrested in Blackville and is now 
on the way here. Things still look squally 
for Peterson and if he is not done to death 
tonight I will be surprised. A negro 
preacher is now in the prison praying with 
him and endeavoring briefly to prepare 
him for death. 

Peterson Taken from Jail. 
'.ater.—Harvey White arrived here at 

7 o'clock andswas at once taken before 
Miss Baxter. Before anything was heard 
from. there the mob  becaine impatient, 
broke the prison open took Peterson out and 
have gone to the scene of the crime three 
iniles away, where he will be executed 
within the hour. 

The Lynching Took Place. 
Denmark, 8S, C., April 24.—(Special.)— 
The excitement of the populace culminat- 

ed at 9 o’clock, in the lynching of John 
Peterson by an infuriated mob of 500 per- 
sons, who filled his body with bullets 
while it dangled from a tree. There is 
every reason to believe that Peterson was 
innocent and that the mob in its fury 
wreaked its vengeance on the wrong person. 
Peterson had been suspected of the crime 
and was hunted by the country people and 
went to Columbia last Saturday and de 
livered himself to the governor for his pro- 
tection. ‘The governor today turned him 


over to a constable to be taken to Dep- 


mark, and wired a deputy to have present 
the witnesses whom Peterson Claimed could 
establish an alibi for him. 

Miss Baxter, as stated above failed to 
identify Peterson as her assaulter: in fact 
she stated positively that he was not the 
man; After her father came to town and 
declared his daughter could not recognize 
the man who assaulted her fire was added 
to the flame. Somebody had to die and 
somebody has died, - 

Peterson was earried up the railroad 
track a short distance. A noose was 
placed around his neck and it was tieq to 
a bent sapling. Some one cried “let er 
go,” and the unfortunate man’s body shot 
up Into the air filled by a thousand bullets

IT WAS VERY BRILLIANT. 


The Great. Naval Licview in Hampton Roads 
Vesterday. . 

Fort Monroe, Va., April 24.—The naval 
review at tiampton Roads is now a thing 
of. the past and will go dowm into history 
as one of the most bDbrillian§ “marime pa- 
geants of modern times. ‘Tne officers and 
men On the tieet were up and stirring at 
aneariy hour this mornimg getting ready 
formhe start, which was fixed at 9 o'clock. 
It was half-past Y, however, before the 
Philadelphia got under way and st up 
the roads to the west end of the fleet. 
She was quickly followed by the Newark, 
Atlanta, San Francisco, Sancroft, Pen- 
nington and Baltimore of Admiral Ben- 
bam’s squadron, and the Ciicago, York- 
town, Charleston, Vesuvius and Concord 
of the second squadron, under Admiral 
Walker. Upon arriving at a@ point about 
five miles away the White squadron wheel- 
ed into line and came down past the fort 
and stood out to sea. 


The White Squadron. 


In the meantime the Dolplin with Sec- 
retary Herbert and party got under way 


until they turned, where she remained to 
observe the movements of the other ves- 
sels. -As the White squadron came down 
fue roads they were joined by the Holland 
ship Van Speyk and two German vessels, 


“Ikhaiserin Augusta” and “Sea Adler,” 
which completed the first or port column. 
At the head of the starboard column 


came the British fleet with vice Admiral 
Hopkins as commander in chief, and con- 
sisting of the Blake as the flagship, Aus- 
tralia, Magiciene and Tartar. 

_Russia came next, with vice Admiral 
Kosenkoff commander in chief on the flag- 
ship ‘Dimitri Denoski,” followed by the 
general admiral and Rynda. France fol- 
lowed with Rear Admiral Deljibrana 
commander in chief, in the flagship Are- 
thuse, and Hussard and Jean Bart fol- 
lowing. 

Italy came next under Rear Admiral 
Magnachi with Etna and Giovanna Ban- 
san. Brazil brougt up the rear of the 
column, with Admiral Julio Cesar D. 
Norenta, as commander in chief on “Aqui- 
daban,” and aecompanied by Tiraxenets 
and Republiea. The foreigners did not 
make. the sweep un the roads and turte into 
line as did the White squadron, but took 
their places in line from the anchorage. 

Excursion Steamers and Yachts. 

While the fleets were getting under way 
the roads were crowded with pleasure 
yachts, excursion steamers and tugs and 
sail boats of all descriptions erowded witb 
Visitors, many of which accompanied the 
fleet down to the capes. 

The ramparts of the fort were black with 
visitors. The piazzas of the Hygeia were 
packed with ladies waving dainty handker- 
chiefs to their departing friends. Colonel 
rank, commandant, had the band statian- 
ed on the ramparts and. ag the vessels 
passed, national airs of the gountries they 
represented were played in sagen. 

When the fleet had all padaed. the hotel, 
the little torpedo boat, Cushing, eame out 
from her anchorage and passed’ down to 
join her sister ships at a rate of speed that 
called forth a hearty round of applause. 


TRAMPLED TO DEATH, 
Panic in a Charch jn NaplJes--Thirteen Lives 
Crushed Out. 

Naples, April 24.—A fatal panic occurred 
last evening in the church of Terre Annun- 
ziata during services, which was attended 
by a very large number of persons. 

A part of the draperies about the altar 
were blown against the lighted candle. 
The flames spread with great rapidity and 
the congregation made a rush for the doors. 
The wildest excitement prevailed, and the 
women and children were thrown to the 
floor and trampled upon. The fire was 
quickly extinguished, and when some sem- 
blance of order was restored it was found 
that eight women and five children had 
been crushed to death, while hundreds of 
others were more or less seriously injured. 


BOOTH IS BETTER, 


But His Physicians Stil) Have Grave Fears. 
No Immediate Danger. 

New York, April 24.—Edwin Booth was 
better this afternoon. His physicians, after 
a call, appeared more cheerful than before 
“Booth is doing well,” said one. “He has 
recovered the use of his right arm and leg. 
The muscles of his face have relaxed some- 
what and his eyes are clearer. I think 
the immediate danger of death has passed, 
but of course there are still grave fears.” 

Midnight—At this hour the hysician 
states it to be his belief that Mr. Booth 
will recover from his present attack. 


ORDERS TO COMER 


To Turn Over the Property of the Port Roya! 
and Au7vust:. 

Charleston, S. C., April 24.—In the United 
States court today Judge Simonton signed 
an order directing Receiver Comer of the Cen- 
tral railroad to turn over to the Port Royal 
and Agfsta Railroad Company all the property 
and effects of the company in his possession 
as receiver of the Georgia Central. This de- 
cision, based on that issued at Savannah by 
Judge Pardee, places the entir property 
of the Port Royal and Augusta railroad in 
the hands of Receiver Averill, who was ap- 
ointed in a suit in the state court instigated 
yy the majority of the stockholders of the 
Port Royal road backed by the state.

To Back Up the Sheriff in His Demands 
for 


THE SURRENDER OF JAMES CITY. 


They Will March Upon That City 
Some Time Today. 


THE NEGROES MUST GIVE UP 


Or There Will in All Probability Be 
Great Trouble—The Exact Status of 
the Now Famous Case. 


New Berne, N. C., April 24.—(Spccial.)— 
The James City matters have approached a 
climax. Giyernor Carr and staff came down 
this evening by the same train on which the 
companies of the First regiment of state 
guars arrived. Brigadier General Cotton is 
in command and the regimental officers, Col- 
onel Wood, Lieutenant Colonel Bogard and 
Major Rodman are with their regiment. The 
troops number about 400 and are a splendid 
body of men. The naval reserve of this city 
recently organized, will be added to the 
force. The companies are from Raleigh. 
Warrenton, Louisburg, Goldsboro, Tarboro. 
Washington and Greenville. A move on 
James City will be made tomorrow. 

The Governor's Order. 

The following is the order issued by Gov- 
ernor Carr to Adjutant General Cameron, 
upon which the movement of one regiment 
of infantry and a naval reserve division 
was made today: 

“You are ‘hereby ordered to assemble 
the First regiment and as inany other 
troops as may be necessary, at Newberne, 
to assist the sheriff of Craven county in 
executing the order of the supreme ccurt, 
all other means having failed, in « yard to 
placing the property known as James City 


in possession of the lawful owner. You 
will place your force at the 
disposal of the sheriff of Craven 
ecunty and aid him as far as_ neces- 


sary in the execution of the writ, using 
force only when necessary.” 

The sheriff will tomorrow morning, backed 
by the military force, make formal and final 
demand for the property. It is impossible 
to say what will be the outcome. 

Some Timely History. 

Proceedings. begun by James Bryan to 
recover possession of James City lands 
date from 1880, when the original summoys 
was issued. Trial by jury was waived 
and the cause submitted to court to find 
the facts and declare the law arising there- 
from. 

March 14, 1862, the United States gov- 
erpment had possession of the land and 
settled negro contrabands thereon. The 
land belonged io the family of Bryan's 
wife. In 1865 many other negroes were 
settled there. The name James City was 
given in honor of Captain Horace James, 
agent of the freedman’s bureau. Suit was 
brought as a test by Bryan against one 
Spivey. The latter iitroduced a deed from 
Southey B. Hunter and other negroes to 
James Salter dated in 1867, but not re- 


corded until 1882. Hunter testified that 
the deed covered tht land knotwn Aas 


James City and was made because James 
was oppressing the people in the collection 
of rents and was made by a committee after 
consideration by the people of the town, 
some of whom held possession by virtue of 
possession since 1862, others by purchase 
from those who had moved away. After 
the deed was made Spivey and others 
claimed the lands under Salter and paid no 
more rents. The committee sold all the 
vacant lots to Salter. As exhibited in the 
ease fhe deed given by Hunter and 
others was filed as follows: 

This do certify that we, the undersigned, 
do agree to bargain and sell to James Salter 
and his heirs for the people of the below 
named place to pay expenses of said lands, 
certain piece of land known as James City 
settlement. situated in Craven county, op- 
posite New Berne, that the United States 
give us who told us not to pay rent to any 
one; and whereas said land was given to us 
as committee by authority of others, we 
do bargain and sell all said land except lots 
have been bought by same from parties that 
have moved and sold their lots and given 
deeds for same, all of which we do submit 
and do sell for sum of $150. Given under 
hands and caused our seals to be affixed

The supreme court at the September 
term of 1891 decided this case in Bryan’s 
favor. The palintiff admitted adverse 
possession since 1862, but denied that the 
claim was under color of title. Deft Spi- 
vey claimed that he was protected by ad- 
verse possession for seven years, even 
if the title was in Bryant’s name. 

The court found that the defendant en- 
tered without color of title upon the lands 
in 1862,. and that after execution of the 
deed by Hunter and others to Salter, they 
occupied lots in the same manner as before 
and that the character of their possession 
was not thereby changed. 

None of the defendants are grantees in 
the alleged deed, nor are they named there- 
in. As officers of the United States they 
placed negroes on the lands without war- 
rant of law, and upon the land which did 
not belong to the United States, but did be- 
long to private individuals, and it would seem 
to be just and equitable to all parties con- 
cerned that the United States should pay 
Bryan for the land and give it to the ne- 
groes.

OLNEY ON LAMAR, 


The Attorney/General Pays a Glowing Tribute 
- to the Late Justice. 

Washington, April 24.—Attorney General 
Oiney made his first appearance in the su- 
preme court of the United States today, 
Save on the occasion of his formal intro- 
duction to the court by his predecessor.

With Mr. Just Lamar has passed away 
not only a lawy®r and a judge, but an able 
historic fi é. It may have been his mis- 
fortune as*a lawyer, though his good fortune 
as a man, that his lot was cast in tempestuous 
1imes—in times which, however, adverse to 
the acquisition of technical kuowledge and 
technical skill, always and inevitably a 
whatever there is_in a man of intellect an 
moral greatness. He was born when the 
echoes of the sectional contest 
over the admission of Missouri 
into the unlton—that issue which 
startled Jefferson “like a fire bell in the 
night’’-—were still resounding through the 
lund. He was a mere youth when the Mis- 
sourl compromise was succeeded by another, 
and the specter of disunion was laid for a 
time by the mingled firmness and moderation 
of General Jackson. He had hardly entered 
upon the practice of law when the north and 
south aautn came into violent collision over 
the fugitive slave law and the extension of 
slavery into the territories. He went with his 
section and his state in the civil war, that 
followed only ten years later, and supported 
their cause with equal devotion on the battle- 
field. Always under all cireumstances he was 
a leader—not merely followed and obeyed, 
but implicitly trusted and sincerely loved. 
He continued to lead even more decisively and 
on a larger field, when arms were laid down, 
and to him more than to any other one man is 
due the adoption by both victors and van- 
quished of those counsels of moderation and 
magnanimity and wisdom, which have made 
the edifice of our constitutional union more 
impregnable to all assault than ever before. 
But this eventful and stormy career; these 
engrossing and exciting occupations and 
achievements of the soldier and statesman and 
patriot necessarily interrupted and prevented 
thet exclusive devotion to the sctence of 
jnuriaprndence and that constant familiarity 
with its practical annlication in the admints- 
tration of dastice, which that jealous mistress 
the law—inexorably exacts of all her fol- 
lowers. 

T do not believe that Mr. Justice Lamar 
ever practiced law as his sole or chief occuna- 
tion. for anv one term of five consecutive 
ceare. Tm unable to discover that he could 
have mede the nractice of Inw his sole or 
princinal pursuit for more than ten or twelve 
years in all. And it is the highest possible 
tribute to his nature! renfus: to his legal in- 
etinets and extreordinary intellectnal. gifts. 
thet. in spite of all the disadvantares under 
which he Iahored. Mr. Justice Lamar ner- 
farmed his nart as a member of this court of 
fudicature. not only to the accentance of the 
hench and bar, but with ench intellicence_and 
woell.firected zeal and devotion that only 
failing health and streneth could have nre- 
vented his ultimately attaining decided judicial 
eminence. 


TWO NOVEL CASES 


Decided by the Supreme Court of the United 
. States. 


Washington, April 24.—A case presenting 
unusual and novel features was decided in 
the supreme court today, Justice Gray de- 
livering the opinion. it was entitled the 
“Northern Pacific Railroad Company ys. C. 
J. Brooks & Co., et al.,’’ the defendants in- 
cluding a number of saloon Keepers, and the 
board of commissioners of Kittitass county, 
Washington. The railroad company brought 
suit to abate the saloons maintained by the 
defendants as nuisances and to prevént the 
commissioners of the county from renewin 
licenses to them. The ground upon whic 
the complaint was based was that the em- 
ployes of the company, who must necessarily 
use dynamite and steam in constructing the 
company’s railroad line through Kittitass 
county, were induced by the presence of the 
defendants’ saloons along the line of work 
to become unfitted for the safe use of these 
instrumentalities and thereby caused loss to 

——— by the delay in finishing the 
work. 

The state courts ruled against the com- 
pany, and it appealed from the judgment of 
the supreme court of the then territory of 
Washington to the supreme court of the 
United States. Justice Gray, however, for 
that court, affirmed the judgment of the ter- 
ritorial supreme court, stating that upon 
none of the grounds advanced by the counsel 
for the appellant could he maintain the 
action and secure the relief sought. 

Frank J. Bowman and William F. Patrick, 
of St. Louis, were partners in the ownership 
of the Col Sellers and Accident mines near 
Leadville, Col. The property had been partly 
developed. Patrick, who was in charge of 
the work, wanted to buy Bowman’s interest, 
which amounted to five-forty-eighths, and the 
sale was affected. Afterward Bowman 
claimed that Patrick had withheld from him 
information of the discovery of a large body 
of valuable ore on the property before the 
date of the purchase and that, therefore, 
he was entitled to recover damages and he 
brought suit. The court below took the same 
view of the matter that Bowman did and 
oa him judgment against. Patrick for some. 
hin over fifty-seven thousand dollars. 
Patr ck appealed to the supreme court of the 
United States on the ground that the under. 
standing between himself and Bowman for 
the sale of the property was completed be- 
fore the discovery of the ore as stated. 

The decision of the supreme court of the 
United States was announced by Justice 
Brown. It sustained the contention of Pa- 
trick and reversed the judgment of the court 
below. From this opinfon Chief Justice Ful- 
ler and Justice Brewer ‘dissented. Th

4 PROSPEROUS PHYSICIAN AMONG THEM. 


Allof Them Are Fairly Well to Do Citi- 
zens, But Law Is Inexorable—Tale 
of the Leader of Them. 


Eleven-of the one hundred and more white 
eaps from New Mexico district, Carroll coun- 


ty, spent yesterday afternoon and last night 


in the Atlanta police station on their way 
to Captain Tom Donaldson's convict camps 


in this county. ‘ 

The white caps varied in age from the 
gray-bearded, dim-featured old man of sixty- 
two to the young man of eighteen. The lot 
comprised farmers, physicians and school 
teachers, and each one seemed to regard his 
condition with a rude philosophy which re- 
signs itself to the inevitable. Most of them 
were smniling; none of them were downcast 
or disheartened. 

In the main the eleven prisoners are or- 
dinary types of the average one-horse farm- 
er. They are poor, uneducated, primitive 1n 
their ideas and rugged in appearance, but 
not altogether bad. They believed that they 
were doing the work of righteous reform 
when they took out the Britts and the 
Whites and gave them a severe beating On 
the night of March 22d. 

Among the eleven convicts who spent 
last night in the police station was Dr. D. 
L. Rogers. a young practicing physician, 
who resides in the vicinity of the whipping. 
He studied medicine in Atlanta and has a 
very fair education. He was the leader of 
the gang of white cappers and freely admits 
his part in the transaction. He is also a 
school teacher, and has one smal! child. His 
wife is dead. He is reputed to be in very 
comfortable circumstances. 

“Yes,” said he, “I lead the boys, and we 
did what we thought was right. 1 have lived 
in that district for two years and since Il 
first went there I have heard talk about the 
evil influence the Britts and Whites were 
exerting over the young men of the commu- 
nity. | was told that young mena gathered 
there on Sunday and drank, gambled, fought, 
fired off their pistols and in many ways dis- 
turbed the peace of the vicinity. 

‘The talk increased as time went by, and 
for the past six months it was impossible 
to get into a crowd without hearing some 
one make some remark about the corrupting 
intluence of the family I have just alluded 
to. It was freely suggested that it would 
be a good move to take them out and give 
them a good whipping some night, and while 
everybody concurred in the suggestion no 
definite action was taken toward carryilg 
it out until last March. One day Mr. Brovks 
came to me at the schoolhouse and told me 
that a crowd had been organized to take 
the Britts and Whites out that night aud 
whip them and they wanted me to go along 
with them. I agreed, and that night we met 
at a spring near Pleasant Grove church. 
We blacked our faces and turned the wrony 
sides of our coats outside and then swore 
each other to everlasting secrecy. I was 
elected leader and I made them a speech and 
proposed that if there were those in the 
crowd who wanted to back out they could 
go, of course, agreeing to keep silent. No 
one wanted to go back. 

“Wiley Duke, one of the young men who 
turned states evidence, picked up an ax at 
Price Benford’s, about Fae hundred yards 
from the Britts, and he burst open the door 
of the Britts’ home when we arrived there. 
We took out the two Britt boys, Frank 
Eason and the two Whites. We gave them 
a sound beating and started off. They began 
to cut up after we left and we went back and 
gave them another dose. Frank Bowen and 
his wife came up while it was going on and 
asked what we meant. We showed them by 
letting them have a good whipping. The 
Benfords were not there, and as far as the 
alleged rape there was nothing of it. 
We would not have been caught up with 
but for the Duke boys.” 

The eleven prisoners were D, L. Rogers, 
W. C. Brooks, J. A. Brooks, T. G. Roach. 
J. G. Brooks, J. D. Plemons, Green Simp- 
kins, Rich H. Bird, John Duke, John Parks 
and Bob Ayres. All the men save three 
have sentences of twelve months each. They 
were convicted of riot and given the maxi- 
mum penalty of the law. Two of the Duke 
boys who turned state’s evidence, are being 
prosecuted in the United States court for 
conspiracy in that they assisted in the whip- 
ping of the Britts who had reported an il- 
licit distillery. 

The eleven men will be carried to Donald- 
son’s camp this morning to spend a year. 
All of them are able to pay a fine equivalent 
to the year in the gang, but the law will not 
allow it.

A MASS MEETING FOR HOME RULE. 


The Irish Americans of the Central City 
and Their Friends Talk of This 
Important Matter. 


Macon, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)—State 
Chemist George F. Payne, after a brief 
visit te Macon with his wife, returned to- 
day to Atlanta. Dr. Payne has been very 
busy for months making analyses of fer- 
tilizers. He says there will be considerable 
more guano used this year than there was 
in 1892, though the consumption will yot 
be as large as for 1891. In 1891 the 
amount used was about 300,000 tons, where- 
as, last year not over 200,000 tons were 
consumed. The increased use of fertilizers 
is not due, he says, to an increased acre- 
age of cotton, but is caused by the targe 
sale of cotton seed last winter. The seed 
sold from 35 cents to 50 cents per bushel, 
and the farmers could not resist these 
figures. 
and under corn this year more than us- 
ual, as well as cotton, in the absence of 
cotton seed, and this, of course, caused an 
increased demand for fertilizers. Chemist 
Payne says that the work of his depart- 
ment bas been largely increased this year 
because of the great increase in the number 
of brands. Last year where a manufactur- 
er had only three brands this year he has 
eight. 

in regard to the grade of the guano 
Chemist Payne says that it has just barely, 
in many cases, Come up to the state stand- 
ard. ‘lhe grades are all within the stand- 
ard, but only a very few go beyond it. 
This has been due to the fact that from 
last November to the middie of January 
ammoniates have advanced OU per cent, 
and the manufacturers not caring to ad- 
vance the price of their guano per ton, 
have reduced the grade. The law requires 
2 per cent of ammonia, and many guanos 
possess only this per cent this year because 
of the advance in the price of ammoniates, 
but there have beey some manufacturers 
svho have run the ammonia per cent over 
~ and as high as 24.715. Chemist Payne 
says a large amount of Florida phosphate 
has been used this season by tie manu- 
facturers, and it is very popular and adds 
much to the value of fertihzers. The use 
of this phosphate will no doubt yearly in- 
crease.

MARTIN L. BURNS 
Guilty of Murder Is What a Jury of His 
County Suy. 

Dahlonega, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)— 
Probably the most interesting trial of a 
criminal ever had in north Georgia was 
that of Martin L. Burns, for the murder 
of Nelson I". Bearden, which has just clos- 
ed with the present sitting of Lumpkia 
superior court. 

On October 23. 1890, Nelson F. Bearden, 
a respectable citizen, was murdered at the 
home of Millie Burns, the stepmother: of 
Martin L. Burns, in the extreme northi- 
west portion of this county.

A Rumor That They Will Fight the Officers 
of Cabb County. 

Athens, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)— 
News comes from Puyeos district in Clarke 
county that the negroes there are preparing 
for an armed resistance against officers of 
the law. 

Some days ago a mob of negroes rescued 
a bad negro prisoner from the officers at 
the point of many loaded guns. Warrants 
were sworn out for a large number of ne- 
groes and several arrested for the offense. 

Reports from there today®* state a mass 
Meeting has been held at Morton’s chapel 
and nearly $200 raised to buy ._ Winchester 
rifles to fight the officers when they go to 
arrest the remaining negroes concerned in 
the rescue of the prisoner. They declare 
they will die before they will submit to ar- 
rest. The ringing of the bell at Morton's 
chapel is to be the signal to call the forces 
together and they will wage war against 
the officers.

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The Gold Movement. 


An examination of the report of the 
director of the mint for 1891 shows that 
from the 13th of February to the 24th 
of July of that year there was exported 
from this country about $70,000,000 in 
gold. In examining the tabular state- 
ment made by the director two curious 
facts arrest the attention—first, that the 
bulk of the gold was shipped by less 
than a half dozen firms of foreigners 
doing business in this country; and, sec- 
ond, that all but $9,000,000 of the 

70,000,000 was shipped at a loss. 

The shipments were made by Lazard 
Feres, Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & Co., 
Ladenburg, Thalmant & Co., and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. Thege shipments were 
made in 1891, and those who have read 
the reports of shipments during the past 
few months, will have no difficulty in 
recognizing the names of these firms as 
by far the heaviest exporters. The 
question arises, how many native firms 
have been employing these agents of 
foreign bankers as sluices through which 
to send out American gold? The treas- 
urer of the United States publicly de- 
clared some time ago that various bank- 
ing interests of the east had conspired 
to further the shipment of gold in order 
to force a new issue of 4 per cent bonds, 
and the same charge was made in The 
Indicator, a daily paper that is devoted 
to Wall street news. 

The probability is that the shipments 
made in 1891 were in response to the 
demand for geld to float the Austrian 
loan and to aid the great powers to 
strengthen their gold reserves on the 
eve of developments that might mean 
war. It is probable, too, that the ship- 
ments that have been made recently 
are responsive to the conditions which 
exist whenever our imports of merchan- 
dise exceed our exports. But the fact 
remains that a very serious attack has 
been made on the gold reserve in the 
treasury and that it has been made 
through a half dozen firms, whose drafts 
on the treasury, instead of on the banks, 
have been at the instigation of that par- 
ticular eastern Shylock element which 
is bent on forcing an issue of bonds. 

The outward movement of gold may 
be perfectly natural and healthy—all 
the indications show it. But the sig- 
nificant fact is that the raid is on the 
treasury reserve, and that no drafts are 
made on the banks which have more 
gold than they need. Behind all this 
is the effort to compel the democratic 
administration to perform an unlawful 
act in issuing bonds, giving new profits 
to the conspirators, and imposing new 
taxes on the people. 

The raid on the treasury, however, 
has accompushed one good result. It 
has utterly demoiished and destroyed the 
theory which the goldolators have been 
engaged in carefully building up during 
the past few years. This theory, which 
they have fortified with thousands of 
labored arguments, makes of the one- 
hundred-million gold reserve a “sacred 
fund” which the government dare not 
invade or trench upon. Those who 
have had the patience to read or to lis- 
ten to the deliverances of these be- 
witched ignoramuses have been told 
that the moment this “sacred fund” was 
touched the stability of our currency 
sytem would vanish and financial chaos 
would ensue. 

Nevertheless, the reserve has been 
trenched upon and the event gives the 
country another evidence of the un- 
speakable folly and ignorance which the 
goldolators and money sharks bring to 
the discussion of the great financial 
issue of our time. We were told that 
gold would go out if the Bland-Allison 
act was not repealed, and yet on Janu- 
ary 1, 1893, the gold stock of the United 
States was $649,788,000 as against $278,- 
310,126 on January 1, 1879. These 
figures are official. They are to be 
found in the report of the director of 
the mint just issued. 

There are other figures in the report 
equally as significant. They show that 
the countries which find the largest use 
for silver as money have the largest 
stocks of gold. Thus France, with 
$700,000,000 of silver, has $800,000,000 
in gold, and the United States, with 


} $593,365,000 of silver, have $649,788,000 


in gold. 

Awhile ago, the goldolators and their 
subsidized newspapers were declaring 
that the silver law of 1890 was draining 
out gold. But that notion seems now - 
to be abandoned. One or two belated 
newspapers of no influence are repeat- 
ing the statement in a parrot-like way, 
but no reputable financial writer now 
attaches his name to any such nonsense. 
The treasury authorities répudiate ‘the 
notion, and it is utterly without a leg 
to stand on.

Shall the Majority Rule? 

In an Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington we find the following: 

It is certain that none of the $4,000,000 in 
gold received by the treasury yesterday came 
from the New York barks. It is understood 
they will not advance gold except for bonds. 
It was the west which came to the reilef 


of iLe government. 
The New York banks hold something 


like $70,000,000 in gold. It would be 
the easiest thing in the world for them 
to come to the relief of the treasury, 
but they appear to be leagued with the 
eastern conspirators who are making 
an organized raid upon the gold reserve 
at Washington. The Shylocks want 
their pound of flesh—they will not part 
with their hoarded gold unless they can 
force the government to issue new 
bondg. 

This scheme or conspiracy is thor- 
oughly understood in the south and 
west, and the patriotism of the people 
of those sections is equal to the emer- 
gency. Offerings of gold have come 
from Chicago, St. Louis, San Francisco, 
New Orleans and other points, and it 
is already plainly apparent that the 
west and south are determined not to 
permit the government to be embar- 
rassed by the unscrupulous tactics of 
the eastern speculators. 

The situation suggests much that is 
startling. On the’one hand we see an 
eastern clique of capital straining every 
nerve to raid the national treasury and 
force the issue of unnecessary bonds 
that would be an additional burden 
unon the people. Shall the plutocratic 
minority, who are at the bottom of the 
treasury raid, be allowed to dominate 
the financial policy of the government, 
or shall the voice of the people of the 
whole country be heard and heeded?

Bissell Overrules Wanamaker. 

Postmaster General Bissell has made 
a decision which will be of general in- 
terest to business men and the public. 

[It seems that certain real estate «ical- 
ers in Buffalo were in the habit of send- 
ing circulars through the mails in which 
they advertised the fact that to each 
purehaser of a block of ten lots one lot 
would be given as a bonus. One of the 
circulars was officially brought before 
Postmaster General Wanamaker, and 
that official ruled that the offer was in 
the nature of a lottery, and the circu- 
lars could not be sent through the mails. 

This remarkable ruling has stood for 
many months, but Congressman Chap- 
man, of Michigan, a short time ago re- 
solved to test it. He called the atten- 
tion of Mr. Bissell to it, and made the 
point that the federal government 
should wait until a state took the initial 
step in* prosecuting an alleged lottery. 


| Mr. Bissell agreed with him, and over- 


ruled the Wanamaker decision. 

This is as it should be. Under the 
Wanamaker decision a wholesale mer- 
ehant who offered to “throw in’ some- 
thin’ when his customers made a big 
purchase would be branded as a lottery 
manager anJ. his advertisements would 
be outlawed bythe pgostoffice depart- 
ment. Mr. Wanamaker made a num- 
ber of cranky rulings on this line that 
should be overhauled by his successor. 


A Crooked Judge. 

Judge Blaisdell, of the second. dis- 
trict court of Massachusetts, has re- 
signed. 

It will be recollected that Blaisdell 
presided ine the Lizzie Borden case. He 
acted as coroner and also as judge. His 
conduct was severely criticised at the 
time, as he showed that he was strongly 
prejudiced against the prisoner. 

During the past few months it has 
been charged that the judge has receiv- 
ed money for advice in cases that were 
to come before him. Altogether, it is 
alleged that he was a very corrupt offi- 
cial. The announcement of his resigna- 
tion will not satisfy lovers of justice. 
He should not be permitted to resign, 
but should be impeached. 

Naturally, people will wonder how 
these developments will affect the Bor- 
den case. The unfortunate young woman 
has been in jail since last summer await- 
ing her trial, and it is believed that it 
is the purpose of the prosecution to 
drive her into insanity, and then claim 
that her guilty conscience unsettled her 
mind. The exposure of Blaisdell, and 
his elimination from the case may make 
it easier for the defendant to prove her 
innocence. Heretofore, she has been 
handicapped by the persecution of judi- 
cial officials who were in duty bound to 
give her a fair trial, but who have re- 
sorted to the most disreputable methods 
to prejudice the public against her.

This fact has been suggested by the visit of 
of the Duke de Veragua the lineal descend- 
ant of Columbus, who is just now the honored 
guest of the nation. We have been accustom- 
ed to regard Columbus as belonging to ancient 
history. Before the date of the American rev- 
olution he was merely a schoolbook figure 
to be marveled at, but never to be thought of 
as within the memory of man. When Co- 
lumbus set sail to discover these shores the 
amours of Henry VIII had not made them- 
selves manifest, and his half dozen wives had 
not realized that their heads were not their 
own. Napoleon had not yet arisen to upset 
the fabric of existing government, and most 
of the incidents which so agitated the great 
grandfathers of the present generation had not 
taken shape. Buried beneath so much that 
has come to be regarded as history, Columbus 
was, Indeed, a back number, And yet, here 
comes his descendant, who is only ten lives 
removed from his distinguished ancestor. An 
ordinary base ball nine, with manager Mur- 
ray standing at one end could establish a line 
of communication with the great discoverer, 
and could hear the echoes of that first consul- 
tation with the strange red men, who were 
named Indians under the mistaken notion 
that they were natives of the Indies. 


Christopher Columbus was past middle life 
when he started upon his voyage of discovery 
in 1492. His eleventh descendant, the Duke 
Veragua, was born in 1833. His son has 
long ago reached maturity, and for the pur- 
pose of this calculation it may be assumed 
that 500 years will have elapsed from the 
birth of Columbus to the death of the young 
man, and that twelve lives represent that 
space of time. At the same rate the twenty- 
fourth ancestor of the average Englishman 
was hiding in the woods with the yet unde- 
veloped Alfred the Great. Forty-eight ances- 
tors would take him through a maze of de- 
scent that he could not be expected to recog- 
nize, and would bring him back to the time 
when Pontius Pilate prided himself upon be- 
ing a potentate entitled to some respect. 

Following the line of descent further back, 
twenty-four more lives would bring him back 
to the time when he would be standing by 
some roadside watching Abraham taking Sa- 
ra down into Egypt, and he might have over- 
héard the conversation in which it was agreed 
that Sarah should pull the wool 
over the king’s eyes by passing 
of as the _ sister of the man _= with 
whom she was traveling.

Thus it 
will be seen that every man now living would 
only have ninety-six ancestors to hunt up, 
when he would find himself under the protect- 
ed Adam’s wine.

State Banks and the South. 
From The Augusta, Ga., Chronicle. 

There is no section of the country where 
state banks would do so much good as in the 
south. There is no reason why the states 
could not be safely entrusted with their reg- 
ulation. The banks could be authorized.to do 
business on a deposit of state and municipal 
bonds and other good securities. It is ab- 
surd to assert that the state could not be safe- 
ly entrusted with this business. 

For twenty-five years under the national 
banking act, the south has been impoverish- 
ed and will continue to be until the system of 
free banking is restored to the states. We 
have no money centers in the south. They 
are all in the north where the finances are 
controlled and where the currency flows as 
naturally as night follows day. 

What we need is a banking system with 
a state currency that will constantly come 
back to us—a system that will have some elas- 
ticity about it—a system that will not arbi- 
trarily proscribe as worthless the most plen- 
tiful security that our people own. The south 
needs a system of banking that will aid in 
building up our farming interests and in devel- 
oping our mineral resources and- manufactur- 
ing industries. 

Under judicious laws the states are entirce- 
ly competent to manage their own banks: 
This is one of their constitutional rights and 
the general government will no longer be 
permitted to usurp a prerogative that belongs 
to the states. The democratic party is com- 
mitted to the repeal of the act and it will not 
take any step backward. No one has any 
right to question tts good faith. As certain as 
congress meets, so certain will the 10 per 
cent tax on the issues of state banks be re- 
pealed. 


Tariff Hints. 
From The Richmond Dispatch. 

If all customs duties must be laid with an 
eye to revenue, then sugar, coffee and tea 
must bear heavier duties than any other 
three articles; for there are imported into 
the United States every year over $100,000.- 
000 worth of sugar, about $130,000,000 worth 
of coffee, and about $15,000,000 worth of tea— 
in all about $250,000,000 worth, The duty 
upon them would be, say, $100,000,000 annu- 
ally. ' 

In point of fact, the declaration of the Chi- 
eago platform on the tariff question was not 
inserted in that platform upon the recom- 
mendation of the committee on the platform, 
but was by the convention itself substituted 
for the declaration which that committee re- 
ported in favor of making. Consequently no- 
body in that turbulent assemblage except the 
little coterie that framed the substitute knew 
what he was doing when he voted that con- 
gress had no power to .levy customs duties 
for any other purpose than that of rajsing 
revenue for the support of the government.

A TRAGEDY AT A NEGRO PICNIC, 


A Negro Shoots a Woman and Is After- 
wards Swung Up By the Crowd—An 
Exciting Time Yesterday. 


. 


The colored picnicking season has begun 
to furnish its annual spring time carnival 
of bloodshed, drunken fights and evils of a 
lesser order. | 

A negro picnic at the river furnished a 
shooting tragedy which will have a fatal 
sequence, and which had immediate conse- 
quences of a most sensational, unusual and 
exciting nature. “Arrowwood-on-the-River” 
was the scene of the shooting and of the pic- 
nic, and but for the timely appearance of a 
nervy and determined officer it would have 
witnessed the meting out of a terrible and 
summary vengeance to a drunken brute who 
had used his pistol to disastrous effect. 

The picnic was a large one. It occurred 
at Arrowwood, a new picnicking resort about 
81x miles from the city, on the Chattahoo- 
chee river electric line. It had been adver- 
tised that a band had been engaged to fur- 
nish music to the devotees of the terpsicho- 
rean art and that a grand time was expected. 
Yesterday morning great swarms of dusky 
dudes and belles betook themselves to the 
picnicking grounds. They also carried along 
with them a plentiful supply of foaming 
beer, and hip pockets filled with red booze. 

As always occurs on such occasions, two- 
thirds of the crowd were considerably the 
worse from the effects of the frequent swigs 
of bad liquor and strong beer that they had 
by the middle of the-afternoon imbibed, and 
were in a noisy and quarrelsome mood. 

One of the noisiest and drunkest of the 
lot was Gus Dupre, a teamster, known to 
the city police through his many violations 
of city ordinances. He had taken a day off, 
Was arrayed in a gaudy red tie and a 
‘“spo’tin’ suit. er clothes,” and being filled 
with bad liquor he undertook through an 
error of judgment to run the picnic to suit 
his own ideas. He had been paying particular 
attention throughout the day to a visiting 
belle from West Point, Ga., Laura Jenkins 

The drunken teamster had _ repeatedly 
danced with her, and offered her such little 
attentions in the way of beer and lemonade 
as colored etiquette demanded that he 
should. The drunker he got the closer did 
the West Point belle stick to some of the 
muny rivals of Dupre. She tried to give him 
the shake but his ardor was of a kind that 
does not accept defeat without a hard strug- 
gle and he persisted in making desperate 
and tender love to her. 

Finally he asked her to dance with him. 
She flatly refused. All the jealous anger of 
the drunken brute was aroused. He swore 
that she should dance with him or die. He 
produced a pistol to emphasize: the effect of 
bis words. A big crowd collected. The sight 
of the pistol excited the negro picnickers, 
but did not keep them from taking sides. 
They were all for the West Point belle and 
against the drunken teamster, and backed 
her up in her position. 

The racket grew warmer each second. Du- 
pre continued to hold the pistol menacingly 
in his hand. 

“If you won’t. then, I'll kill you,” he said 
With an oath. 

“I won't,” she said, and there was a 
chorus of approving shouts from the crowd 
of negroes who stood back of her. One or 
two women stood with their arms upon the 
shoulders of the West Point woman. 

There was the sharp report of a pistol, a 
puff of smoke and a triumphant oath. Af- 
ter firing the shot Dupre fought his way 
through the thickly massed crowd, and wav- 
ing the pistol threateningly, made. them 
make way for him to pass. The woman 
dropped to the ground, a stream of blood 
spurting from a shot wound in the neck. 

Dupre ran across the open field and 
had gotten nearly one hundred yards away 
before any one seemed to think of stopping 
his flight. Recovering from the shock of 
the shooting, a half hundred negroes, mostly 
women, started in pursuit of the fugitive. 
He was running recklessly, but slowly, 
toward a dense wood. He ran over a negro 
woman as he ran. 

Dupre was too drunk to run fast and his 
pursuers were soon upon him. He turned 
and faced them defiantly, waving his pistol 
threateningly at them as he did so. One 
adventurous woman ran ahead of the rest 
and started up to where the negro stood. 
He fired twiee at her, but neither shot 
took effect. While he was standing flour- 
ishing his pistol and shouting out oaths like 
a madman, a half dozen negro women 
bore down upon him, and falling upon him 
like tigresses, pushed him to the ground, 
one of them jerking his pistol away as 
they did so. Dupre struggled vainly: for 
his freedom, bit like a rat in the claws of 
a cat he was led helplessly toward where 
his victim lay. 


The negroes were terribly excited. They 
thought the woman was dead and there 
were loud cries of “Lynch him” 

All hands were ready for the work. 
Some industrious one procured a heavy 


hemp rope from near by in a marvelously 
short time, and it was thrown around 
the neck of Dupre. The hangman’s knot 
was tied and, half running, half dragged, 
Dupre was carried by the yelling exultant 
mob to a neighboring tree. He offered 
no resistance and shouted to them to hang 
him. And hang him they did like veterans. 
Willimg hands tossed the rope over a 
lusty limb of the tree, and strong hands 
gathered a hold on the end of the rope 
that Dupre wasn’t tied to, and hoisted it 
up. 

The figure of the negro shot up into the 
air and hung there swinging, writhing .and 
kicking. There was a gurgling sound in 
the throat. Hundreds of excited ‘negroes 
stood around watching the motions of the 
negro’s body. 

Just at this instant a uniformed officer 
burst through the excited crowd. It was 
Sergeant Ozburn, who had heard the shots 
and the excited yells as he was walking 
through Hollywood cemetery. He ran as 
fast as he could to the scene, and just €is 
he arrived Dupre was being strung up. 
Sergeant Ozburn rushed in amid the negroes 


with his pistol in hand. 
“Let loose that rope,” he commanded, 
and at the sound of the determined of- 


ficer’s voice the rope was loosened and 
Dupre, freed from his unpleasant experi- 
ence, began cursing feebly, and once more 
advising them to hang him. Sergeant Oz- 
burn caught hold of Dupre, and turning to 
the crowd, said: 

“Stand back, I'll take care of this pris- 
oner.” For a moment the crowd stood 
back, but their excitement getting the bet- 
ter of them for the second time, they made 
a break for the negro. The brave sergeant 
drove them back with his pistol. A negro 
hackman came to his assistance and the 
two started for the electric car line with 
their prisoner. Tfie crowd followed, mak- 
ing several ineffectual attempts to take 
the prisoner from Sergeant Ozburn, but 
each time being repulsed at the muzzle of 
the nervy officer’s pistol. Sergeant Oz- 
burn placed the negro on the car and the 
crowd boarded the car, declaring their de- 
termination to take the prisoner from-the 
officer and lynch him. They made three 
or four moves as if to carry out their threat 
but abandoned it after becoming convinced 
that the officer would not surrender the 
prisoner without serious trouble. ny

Dupre was 
locked up. He was in a drunken stupor 
and. Was completely overcome by his expe- 
rience. It was thought that he was dying 
and 2 physician was sent for by Captain 
Thompson.

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AN OVATION TO LAWRENGE HANLEY. 


The Handsome Young American Tragedian 
Won Golden Opinions Last Night... 


The reception to Lawrence Hanley at 
DeGive’s last night amounted to nothing 
short of an ovation—a genuine and well de- 
served ovation. 

When an actor comes before an appreci- 
ative audience like the audience that greet- 
ed the talented Hanley last night and plays 
a part in wiich tragedy and comedy is so 
commingled that smiles and tears come 
with rapid svuccéssion ~ and manages to 
caich a storm of applause on his first lines 
and win louder cheers as ¢he plot pro- 
ceeds, then it may be safely put down 
that he is an actor of brilliant parts. 

And that is what Lawrence. Hanley did 
last night. : 

“The Player” is just the kind of a play 
that brings fine acting out, and-it follows 
that none but a brilliant actor can play it 
to the full satisfaction of art. It opens 
with the tragedy of some standard play— 
last night, for instance, with an act from 
Hamlet—in which Hanley takes the title 
role. In this he won, last night tremendous 
applause, and was interrupted with renewed 
cheering at every climax. 

The next act introduces the plot of “The 
Player,” in which an old churchman scolds 
his daughter with extreme violence for 
having fallen in love with the young actor 
she saw in the tragedy presumably the 
night before. He finds that she is really in 
love with the handsome tragedian and sends 
for him to come to see him that he might 
arrange with him to cure his daughter of 
the infatuation. The young actor comes 
at the appointed time and refuses to be 
bought with the rich old man’s money, 
which is hurled at him in splendid offers 
if he will but leave the stage and the coun- 
try. The actor agrees to help the old man 
disallusion ‘iis Gaughter, however, and 
consents to dine with the family and begin 
the experiment. Then comes the difficult 
and striking part of the play for Hanley, 
for he finds that the daughter is none other 
than his unknown sweetheart whose face 
at the play bad often taken his heart away 
from the romance of the stage to genuine 
romance of real life. But he plays true to 
his word to the old man, and feigns to de- 
bauch so at the dinner table that his hilari- 
ous dissipation brings upon him finally the 
disgust of the young woman and all the 


company, until she orders him from the 
house. Once or twice he forgets himself 


and breaks his play of being drunk, and 
these little breaks and by-plays bring out 
splendid portrayals of his talent. She af- 
terwards learns that he was acting the 
part of a drunken actor, and the realization 
of it all comes to her with striking force 
lending genuine romance to the play. The 
plot is extremely good and exciting. 

In the act from Hamlet the young actor 
was at his best. He was the actor that it 
takes to play Hamlet and that is saying 
very much. Handsome and talented, he 
was a2 Hamlet to dream of. He wore the 
costume of Booth, himselff which was 
given him by the eminent tragedian when 
he used to play as his leading support. He 
hus many other pieces of costuming given 
bim by Booth, who has always made a 
sort of pet of Hanley, and expressed him- 
self as entertaining the highest expecta- 
tion for the young artist. 

Hanley’s support is good. Miss Harriet 
Anberry as “Ophelia” in the act from 
Hamlet and subsequently in the plot as 
“the admirer’ was fully capable of her 
parts. She is handsome and with a keen 
intellectual conception of the —vali- 
ue of real = good acting, was pow- 
erful to portray the characters’ she 
represented most admirably. Miss Genevra 
Ingersoll, as the queen in Hamlet, was at 
home with her rote, while Miss Edith 
Lemmert acted the “‘gusher” to perfection 
in the plot. R. MeMecClannin, “the 
banker,” presented the part of the old man 
far better than old men’s parts on the 
stage are usually presented. All of the 
people with the company are actors ®f @ 
mean degree and the play is presented 
with marvelous smoothness and wondrous 
charm.

Only the members of theefamily and a 
few relatives were present in addition to 
the physicians who have been in constant 
attention throughout his illness. 

Mr. Clarke began to sink yesterday morn- 
ing. It soon became evident to those 
about the sufferer that the end was draw- 
ing near, and that in a few more hours his 
sous would be at rest. 

His last moments were calm and péace 
ful. No shadow appeared to ¢loud his mind 
as he gazed into the mysteries of the spirit 


land, and he entered the valley of the 
shadow ag peacefully as he ever fell 
asleep. 

The death of Mr. Clarke will occasion 
general regret throughout the city and all 
over the state, in which he was widely 
known. 

As a business man he commanded the 
respect and confidence of every one he 
met. Efe was rigid in the observance of 
those rules adopted by the trade and his 
word was never doubted by those who knew 
and valued him. 

His place will be hard to fill. He was 
a man who carefully consigJered everything 
he did and whose views and ideas were 
worth much to his fellow citizens. His 
opinions were often sought on important 
matters, but never until they were sought 
did he venture to obtrude them. He was 
always characterized by a refined mofesty 
which was one of the striking attributes 
of his character.

Mr. Clurk’s Illness. 


_Mr. Clark’s health began to decline about 

six months ago. It was during the fall 
of last year that his first complaint was 
made, and while he attached but little im- 
portance to his ills, he thought it best to 
consult his physicians and to adopt cheir 
advice in the matter of treatment. 

In spite of every precaution which he took 
to prevent the growth of his trouble, it 
gained upon him so rapidly that he soon 
realized his health to be in a precarious 
condition. Though possibly his health 
might be partially regained, he realized that 
such a thing as a permanent recovery was 
beyond question. 

He resigned himself to the inevitable 
and went about his work with a cheerful 
spirit which apparently ignored his condi- 
tion and addressed himself to his daily 
occupations ag if there was nothing to dis- 
turb his equanimify. 

A few days ago he was prostrated, and 
his physicians who were hastily summoned 
shook their h@ads and offered but little-en- 
eouragement as they felt the pulse and 
noted the symptoms of their patient. From 
that time he continued to grow steadily 
worse, in spite of every. effort which skill 
and faithful nursing could give to prolong 
his life and alleviate his sufferings.

Exporters have been endegvoring to secure desirable 
lots of cotton today, but they have evidently been fore- 
stalled by some local operators, as the sale of 8,300 
bales has been reported for speculation. The close of 
our market was burely steady.

3. The declaration alleging an undertaking 
to deliver in a specific time, but none to 
deliver in ‘a reasonable time, evidence of 
what would be a reasonable time was inad- 
missible, and no recovery could be had under 
the declaration as it stands for failure to 
deliver in a reasonable time. If the necessary 
allegation is supplied by amendment, all the 
relevant facts and circumstances touching 
the particular shipment as well as touching 
that class of shipments generally, may be 
shown to ascertain what length of time 
would be reasonable.

All day long yesterday the bicycle race 
was the theme of swim: oom Fy and, for 
the time being. baseball took a back seat. 
Many venturec to say that the race would 
never be run, but the friends of the con- 
testants are taking up bets on that line 
with avidity, for they say that Howard, or 
Durant, as the case may be, is game to 
the backbone. No less than several hun- 
dred dollara were put up yesterday and the 
betting is evtremely lively. Frequently 
an ardent admirer of one or the other of- 


fers a two-to-one bet, and the instant that 


is done it finds a taker. When the riders 
begin to lessen the distance between them- 
selves and the Windy City, the excitement 
will increase, and to add an especial in- 
terest neither contestant knows which 
road will be taken, or in what direction, 
by the other. Should one have the advan- 
tage over the other in the matter of en- 
durance, the less hardy man, by using a 
ett generalship, might cut off a hundred 
miles. 

In the terms of agreement, which were 
signed up yesterday morning in dupligate, 
daily bulletins, giving items of interest 
along the trip, will be sent the Atlanta pa- 
pers.

the weight of which will be thirty-five 
pounds, 

The Terms of Agreement. 


It will be seen, also, that according to 
the articles of agreement, the bicycles that 
the contestants leave here on must be rid- 
den into Chicago, and that no other wheel 
must be used on the route. If a tire is 
punctured, or a more serious breakage oc- 
curs, it is the duty of the rider to get his 
machine repaired as quick as he can, re- 
mount it, and continue his ride north. The 
agreements entered into by both men, 
which are as follows, make interesting 
reading: 

Atianta, Ga., April 24, 1893.—We, the under- 
sighed, hereby ree to leave Atlanta on our 
bicycles on Tuesday, April 25th—Mr. Howard 
at 3 o'clock p. m., and Mr. Durant two hours 
later—for Chicago, the start to be made at 
Brisbine park, and the signal to be given by 
the umpire of the game of ball to be play 
that afternoon. 

We solemnly and faithfully pledge our honor 
to the observance of the following rules to 
govern the contest: 

1. That neither of us will use in any man- 
ner whatsoever any means or manner of con- 
veyance other than our bicycles, and that the 
movement of our bicycles shall be entirely un- 
aided by any other force than our own, pro- 
vided, however, that this shall not prevent 
either of us from walking when deemed ad- 
visable. 

. We agree to telegraph to Atlanta for daily 
e lication our whereabouts, unless it be that 
n the course of any day's travel we shall 
not be within reach of telegraph facilities, 
provided, however, that each of us shall tele- 
graph at intervals of not longer than forty- 
eight (48) hours of his location. 

. Fach of us agrees to receive from the 
telegraph operator at all stops where mes- 
sages concerning our location are sent certi- 
ficates giving the time and date of our arrival. 

4. We agree to report, on our arrival at 
Chicago, at the Columbia hotel, corner Thirty- 
first and State streets, and receive from the 
person in charge certificatos of our arrival. 

. The winner of this cortest to receive 
$100. the loser $50. 

6. Hach of the contestants obligates himself. 
to use no other wheel during the journey than 
that on which he leaves Atlanta. 

7. Each contestant will make affidavit of his 
arrival in Chicago that none of the provisions 
of the above agreement have been violated in 
any manner whatsoever.

The suit of John C. Campbell against 
Thomas Cobb Jackson and others, which 
was filed in the superior court about five 
hog ago, Was settled yesterday morning

Ptah the plaintiff to take a judgment 

‘his suit is the one which grew out of 
the difficulty between Cobb Jackson and 
Mr. Campbell on the streets of the city 
during the year 1889, when Mr. Jackson 
assaulted the latter and gave him a severe 
dose of his muscle in the face. 

Mr. Campbell wag stunned and for quite 
awhile was unconscious. Mr. Harvey 
Johnson, Mr. Burton Smith and Mr. Ed 
McCandless were actors in the affair, and 
were present as the friends of Mr. Jack- 
son. 

It was claimed that Mr. Smith interfered 
with the officer who endeavored to arrest 
Mr. Jackson and similar charges were 
brought against the other gentlemen for 
aiding and abetting in the fight. 

The difficulty grew out of_a newspaper 
article which was written by Mr. Campbell 
and which reflected upon the character of 
Mr. Jackson. It was during the prohi- 
bition fight in Atlanta, and there was con- 
siderable feeling at the time. Several dif- 
ficulties occurred within a short interval of 
each other, and the atmosphere was decid- 
edly warm in this neighborhood. 

When the article in question made its 
appearance in The Avalanche, a paper 
edited by Colonel Martin, a journalist who 
wag then a resident of this city, Captain 
Jackson called at that office and dealt the 
editor a severe chatisement. 

Cobb Jackson, who was also enraged, 
sought out Mr. Campbell, who was con- 
nected with the paper, and the difficulty 
which resulted in the suit followed. 

Messrs. Burton Smith, Harvey Johnson 
and Ed McCandless were parties defendant 
to the suit with Mr. Jackson, and the 
amount for which the suit was brought 
was $25,000. 

The matter came up before Judge Clarke 
yesterday and a verdict for $450 was agreed 
upon between the attorneys as & settlement 
of the damage in full, with reference to all 
the defendants except Harvey Johnson, 
azhinst whom a separate suit will be brought 
by Mr. Campbell.

State Geologist. 


MR. BEN HALL HAS STRONG CLAIMS, 


All of the Statehouse Officers Going Out 
Memorial Day-The Sta'e Mil- 
itary Encampment. 


The governor will in a few days make the 
appolutment of the state geologist to suc- 
ceed Dr. J. W. Spencer. 

He has before him nearly a dozen appli- 
cations for the place and has as yet made 
up hig mind on no particular one of them 
above the others. All of the applicants give 
splendid credits and evidences of abiity, 
and one or two of them make extraordinary 
showings in their own behalf in the way of 
recommendations from responsible and 
knowing parties. 

Among the number, haps, none are 
better endorsed than is Mr, Benjamin Hall, 
of this city. Mr. Hall is a graduate of the 
State university of Athens and has had a 
great deal of experience not only in this 
state but in other countries as well. He is 
thorouguly familiar with the geology of 

orgia. He was born and reared in the 
very heart of the mineral region of the 
state aud knows every vein in the region by 
heart. He has been in the fields of Geor- 
gia’s geology ever since he left the univer- 
sity Wuer, he graduated with a distinction in 
the department of mining engineering. 

Mr. Hall has presented the governor with 
numberless endorsements from representa- 
tives and senators of all regions of Georgia. 
He also brings from the state university 
a letter of recommendation from all the 
members of the faculty. They all remem-

course of study. ‘There 

are many things in Mr. Hall’s favor, and 

it goes without saying that he will receive 

grave and favorable consideration from the 

governor bearing upon his application, if 
nothing more.

‘There are some who 
think the half who enter this year will take 
all the money in hand_and the other half 
will have to depend upon the willingness 
of the next general assembly for enough to 
take them through. ; 

This is a misunderstanding of the ruling 
of the department when it decides to have 
but half of the forces’in the camps this 
year. The fact is that only one-half of the 
funds will be expended this year. The law 
passed by the last general assembly allow- 
ed $20,000 for each of the two years, 93 
and °94. Thus it is seen that the forces 
this year will have their twenty thousand 
and the other half of the troops next 
year will have the other twenty 
thousand. ‘The half that does not enter this 
year will have every bit as much money as 


the half next year.

The papers are voicing it 11 gulden sentences 
und ali feel it. 1 take it up, ot as original 
nor for thorough discussion, but 
a word that vue  puipit at 
may Buy what all are in 
sylupathy with, thut tur our city and county, 
at least, We must have a good reiorm scbvuvl 
us OLUtr Cilies uave. But ior the Kindness ofr 
certain ladies, that little boy's way would 
have vbeeu [rum te ceil of Le jJull to the 
ciuigang; there wus uo other way open. 
And what we ail biush to have to say, is, 
he wvuid have found others tuere of his own 
age, ut school with hardened crimiuals. And 
on sume one falis the responsibility. 

I wish more of the govu pevpie of the city 
would go Oilener to the police court and see 
the boys len or twelve years old there, and 
the giris,und what has to be dove with them, 
and what wu straight, sure path it is for nearly 
every One to destruction. You can't forget tne 
boy you see there, some morning standing be- 
fore the judge. aie is instinct with life, his 
eLergies are in every movement und look, 
he nught be your boy, he might be you, back 
a few years, but for tue frieuus and home de- 
nied him; aud now the unwilling. voice of the 
judge speaks the words that he kuows and 
ail Know, will send him only tu become more 
cruuinal more Dopeiess to any guod. buys 
Wilit guce puuls on, buys With bralns and en- 
ergy, Who makes the world’s very best 
lue when trained; such boys sent to work, to 
tulk, to sievep, to eat with thieves aud mur- 
derers, Shuiil we sit stiil and let this go on? 
What answer slall we make to our own 
hearts, and to Him, who hoids us responsibie 
for what evil we can prevent as well as for 
what we do. Probably the thing needed is a 
hearer acquaintante, not to convince our 
minds, but to touch our hearts. 

Let me tell you of a little boy twelve or 
thirteen years oid, 1 met at the jail last sum- 
mer. Graduated trom the education of petty 
thieving and city stockade, he was waiting 
sentence for a state offense. He was down 
there several months, when there were some 
of the very worst gangs of criminals impris- 
oned. He was courteous and would win your 
heart in spite of yourself. Some of the pris- 
ouers invariably asked favors, a little money 
or influence to get out: He never asked for 
any. Generally th y deny any guilt or have 
some excuse to Jffer. Lut he toid me he had 
stolen, an’ iow much. He was sentenced to 
five years and went with other criminals to 
the Wade county mines. About last Christmus 
I yrote him a letter, hoping to encourage him 
und put a little sunshine into his life—a dif- 
ficult thing. Did you ever try to say anything 
cheerful and hopeful to a boy sentenced for 
five years in a coal mine. I offered to send 
him ‘The Youth's Companion for the year as a 
Chrismas present but found he_ cvouid 
not reud. So 1 asked him to let me kuuw 
what | could send him that he would be 
allowed to have. He got somé one to write a 
reply. Said nothing of presents. Was well 
treated. Most of his letters were thanks over 
again for the few kind words and little things 
done for him and said he was trying every 
day to do better. Hoped he would be when 
his sentence was out. I received another 
He says he has not had a 
reproof or lost an hour of good time. That 
he asks God to help him and thinks He does, 
and referring to the fact that he cannot read 
or write, says if he had a slate and pencil 
and some primary books he will begin to 
learn, as he desired very much to do. These 
will be sent tomorrow. He makes no com- 
plaint. Only says the days are sometimes 
very long and that five years seem a good 
while for a boy. Poor fellow. 

Did you ever stay in jail just one whole day, 
to realize how long a day could be? And all 
last summer, with not a thing to do, he was 
here inside the gloomy walls. No going out 
for him. And now the beautiful spring has 
come with all new life, beauty of sky aud 
earth. There he is, shut in—chained—for five 
vears. Ought It to be so? Ought he not to 
have had a better chance in life at our hands? 
A boy who grew up here and said to be one of 
the worst in Atlanta. The one of all needing 
help and getting none. Does not one such 
case, representing too many, show that we 
ought to have a place where such a boy can 
be taken and have proper guard and discipline, 
but shielded from criminals, with a chance 
and encouragement to reform through a term 
of years? Get the elements of an education 
hefore denied: learn some useful trade. form 
habits of industry. hear the gospel and feel 
its spirit abont him. Become a man and 
citizen, instead of a criminal and a curse. 
Let us keep agitating this thing. All reforms 
come through education and agitation. We 
depend upon public sentiment. and pnblic 
sentiment will be what we moake it. Then 
let ns save as many bovs as we can from ever 
needing anv reform school. Form rather than 
reform. The city is full of boys. Hloow manv 
of them are allowed to run at will and seek 
their own associctions and haunts? Tf narents 
wonld onic realize, that to save their boys 
must eost them time, pains, trouble. hut more 
if thev don’t. We could make more of our 
evening schools and emphasize still more 
moral teaching in our public schools.
